Voters approve new middle school

Despite the failure of most area bond 
issues this year, East Jordan voters proved 


' their commitment to quality schools by 


saying yes to a Sept. 28 bond issue. With a 
comfortable margin of 195 votes, they ap- 
proved the construction of a new middle 
school and renovation of present facilities 
at a cost of $5.3 million over the next 15 
years. 
Superintendent Chip Hansen, elated with 
the victory, promised the community will 
see action almost immediately, as workers 
begin soil borings needed to determine the

The pleas of a group of physically chal- 
lenged residents fell on receptive ears as the 
East Jordan City Commission made ar- 
rangements to begin finding solutions. 

Paul Stanfield spoke for the group at the 
Sept. 19 commission meeting, about the 
problems visually impaired or otherwise 
handicapped residents have getting across 
most of the main streets of East Jordan. 

The lack of visible crosswalks, an almost 
constant stream of day time traffic, and 
drivers who ignore speed limits create the 
difficulties for pedestrians, especially when 
attempting to cross South Lake Street (M- 
66), State Street (M-32), or Main Street in 
front of the senior center. 

' “We have one devil of a time getting 
across,” said Stanfield. 

Stanfield has approached the city for 


_ help before, and said he has seen no results, 
“They haven’t done one thing,” he told 


the commission at the Sept. 19 meeting. He 
is frustrated with city explanations that 
nothing can be done on the state highways 
without the permission of the state.

Although actual construction will not 
begin before the spring of 1996, Hansen 
said passing the bond now, instead of last 
March (when it failed by 65 votes), will 
have very little impact on the construction 
schedule. 

“Fortunately, very little time was lost,” 
he said. “This is the ideal time for construc- 
tion. Costs will only go up from now on.

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With girls basketball season in full swing, 
it brings back memories of my first experi- 
ences with the game — the first girls basket- 
ball game I ever saw, I refereed. 

} was a year out of East Jordan High 
School, and at the suggestion of my former 
high school coach, was encouraged to reg- 
ister as an official with the Michigan High 
School Athletic Association. I wanted get a 
Start as an official by working junior high 
boys basketball games. : 

During Christmas vacation that year, I 
gotacall from the athletic director at Bellaire 
High School asking if I would be interested 
in officiating three basketball games that 
evening. My former coach was contracted 
to work those games, but he had been hos- 
pitalized earlier in the week. 

Texplained I was fresh out of high school, 
and had very little experience as an official. 
I recommended he get someone with more 
experience. Ifhe could not secure.a replace- 
ment, I said I might work the games. 

That’s where I made a big mistake. Later 
in the afternoon, I received a return call 
from the athictic director saying he was 
unable to get anyone to work the games, 
and would I officiate. The first of the three 
games was to get under way at 6:30 p.m., 
and reluctantly I.assured him I would be 
there. 
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Keep in mind that games back then were 
refereed by a single official — and I ex- 
pected to officiate junior high, reserve, and 
varsity boys contests. 

I arrived approximately one half hour 
before game time, donned my officiating 
togs, and headed down the stairs to the 
gymnasium. To my surprise, there were 
two girls teams warming up! 

Central Lake was Bellaire’s opponent 
that night. They were foes of long standing, 
and believe me, back in those days small 
towns took girls basketball seriously. Right 
then I realized I should never have agreed to 
the job — not only had I never officiated a 
girls game, I had never even seen one! 


Ignorant of the rules of girls basketball, I 
intended to officiate as I would boys teams. 
If it happened today, that would be all right, 
for the girls play basketball by practically 
the same rules as the boys. 

My surprise continued when I saw six 
girls on a team. The court, smaller than 
regulation, was divided into three equal 
parts. There were two guards, two centers, 
and two forwards. The rules were the play- 
ers had to remain within their own bound- 
aries. 


T soon learned there was no jump ball to 
start the game — instead, there was a throw 
in to one of the centers. Jump balls were 
actually not a part of the game, for it was a 
technical for an opponent to attempt to take 
the ball away. The same applied for guard- 
ing with two outstretched arms against an 
opponent in the corner. Gyms today don’ 


even have corners. a 


Among the other things I learned the hard 
way were a player could bounce the ball

Department of Natural Resources Director Roland 
Harmes announced that 165 Michigan residents have been 
randomly selected to participate in the state’s September 
elk hunts. Of those selected, 85 individuals were issued 
licenses for the Sept. 12-17 hunt, and the remaining 80 were 
issued licenses for the Sept. 19-24 hunt. 

“The opportunity for elk hunting this fall is the result of 
successful wildlife management efforts to maintain 
Michigan’s elk population,” Harmes said. “These efforts 
involve keeping the herd at a desirable size to minimize 
crop, range, and forest damage, as well as to maintain a 
viable herd for viewing opportunities.” 

The individuals, including Dennis Graham and Garner 
Osborne of East Jordan, were computer-drawn from a pool 
of 23,150 eligible applicants for the September hunts. 
Letters have been mailed to the successful applicants. 

Of the 165 hunters, 62 will have the choice of taking an 
antlered or antlerless elk, while 103 will be allowed to take 
only antlerless elk. Both East Jordan men were selected for 
Hunter’s choice licenses.

Archie Howe is actually not a resident of 
our township, but he has been a definite part _ 
of the daily life of this district for many years 
~ 35 of them in fact. During that time, he has 
had the opportunity to observe and partici- 
pate in a good many of the trends of our 
changing times. : 

In 1924 when, forreasons ofhealth, Archie 
and his family moved from their farm into 
East Jordan, he took over rural postal route 
Number 5. This route was established in 
1907, and in the previous 17 years, had 
changed carriers four times. 

Walter Davis delivered the route for the 
three preceding years, and when he was 
transferred to the Post Office, Archie Howe 
was hired to fill his place. 

Route Number 5 in 1921 consisted of 25.5 
miles of road remarkable only for its degree 
of “badness” — gravel and deep sand, up hill 
and down, with U-turns and switch-backs. 
There were also occasional stretches of 
swampy land where the road bumped along 
over a corduroy bottom. 

His faithful team of horses, “Dick” and 
“Bud,” were more friends than servants to 
Archie, especially in the winter when storms 
and bad weather often kept him on the road 
from sunrise to sunset. 


One especially bad time leftaclear memory 
for Archie — the storm that hit on Feb. 21, 
1922. Itcaught him at Charlevoix and he had 
some difficulty getting back home. Since no 
train was able to get through for 10 days, 
Archie’s absence didn’t cause much of a 
problem for delivering mail — there wasn’t 
any! 

But when the mail began to get through 
again, it piled in like an avalanche. For 24 
hours the Post Office staff was shut in, 


sorting and organizing the outgoing mail. 


Even that did not finish the job - they did not 
put the final pile of sorted mail aside until 
two weeks later. 

On the first of April, one month and ten 
days after the storm, the D&C train finally 
gotthrough. My family was among the many 
waiting for that train. 

Another thing I remember about heavy 
winter storms was when all the men in the 
neighborhood got together to break up the 
heavily crusted roads. Discs, drags and roll- 
ers were pulled by teams that frothed at the 
mouth as they waded belly-deep through 
ice-crusted snow. Snow and ice fell to one 
side, stained pink with the horses’ blood 
where it had cut their legs as they broke 
through the surface. 

With those experiences in mind, | can 
imagine the difficulty Archie faced when, 
with Dick and Bud, and a sleigh loaded to 
capacity, he started out to cover his 25 miles 
of country roads.

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Those days of horse-drawn deliveries were 
not just hardships though, for there were 
many times the Icisurely trip along country 
roads was a pleasure, especially for one who 
was raised on a farm. Each season had a 
special meaning and each crop adjoining the 
road was noticed. 

Some amusing incidents come to mind — 
at least they are amusing in retrospect. One 
can not be sure if they seemed amusing to 
Archie at the time. 

One day up in the Vance district, Mr. 
Vance’s dairy bull got loose. Standing in the 
middle of the road, he disputed the right-of- 
way. There was some excitement fora while, 
as Archie had all he could do to hold the

horses. But it all tamed out all right when 
Mr. Vance’s dog saved the day by chasing 
the angry bull back to where he belonged. 

Several people have a special place in 
Archie’s memories of those old days, One of 
them was Tom Bartholomew, who often 
invited Archie in to get warm by his fire, 
sharing hot coffee and lunch. Another friend 
in need was John Carney, situated on a very 
bad piece of road. John often got out early 
and cleared the roads for Archie, saving him 
much time and trouble. 

That is what carrying the mail was like 
during the first 10 years of Archie’s service 
here. There are still many interesting things 
to be told another time.

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US-131 improvement 
planned for spring ‘96 


A section of US-131 in northern Antrim 
County is slated for nearly $1 million in 
improvements in spring 1996, with funding 
coming from federal sources. 

The 6.65 miles of the highway from the 
west junction of M-32 to Lynn Street in 
Boyne Falls are scheduled for a mainte- 
nance project to repair the joints in the 
concrete road surface, said Gary Karttunen, 
district design engineer for the Michigan 
Department of Transportation. 

There will also be work in repairing and 
widening of damaged shoulders, and some 
guard rail improvements. 

The project will be funded through fed- 
eral monies, and was one of more than $1 
billion in state-wide projects planned for 


the three-year period from 1996 to 1998 by 
the State Transportation Improvement Pro- 
gram (STIP). 

The STIP will still need approval by the 
Federal Highway Administration and the 
Federal Transit Administration by Sept. 30. 

STIP estimated the total cost of the US- 
131 project to be $982,000, of which 
$808,000 was estimated for the road, while 
the additional money covered engineering 
and planning costs, Karttunen said. 

Bids are to be let out sometime this fall, 
with work expected to begin in the spring. 

A section of one lane may occasionally 
be closed as work requires, Karttunen said, 
adding he expects the project to be com- 
pleted within a couple of months.
